Members of the press and 
radio were on hand to give full 
coverage to the debate, which 
drew cheers and jeers from the 
crowd.

Except for an occasional smile 
when Michener was at the ros­

Michener .sat quietly, and at one 
time, started to object to a state­ 
ment Curtin had made, but re­ 
mained silent, until his turn came 
to speak. 


Both debators saved sharp re­ 
torts until their turn came, and, 
at the end of the debate, hardly 
looked at each other. 


\s in their first debate at the 
Washington 
Crossing 
Inn. 
both 
men expressed confidence of vic­ 
tory. 


Curtin exclaimed 
’ there's no 
substitute 
for experience," 
and 
Michener 
countered 
with 
"it's 
time for a new man in Congress 
with a broader vision 


Both agreed, after the debate 
was over, that it was the most 
stimulating 
and 
best organized 
debate since the campaign start­ 
ed, due to efficient arrangem ents 
by the B'nai B'rith organization. 


Issues which were hotly conte-t- 
ed included the Medicare Bill, the 
min.mum wage law*, the Euro 
iPean Common Market, urban af- 


airs. the Trade Expansion Act, 
and federal aid to education. 


Promises “Clean-Up” 


On the local scene, Michener 
promised to “ clean up politics in 
Bucks County. 


“ I’m tired of infamous politics 
in Bucks County," he said, “ with 
politicans going to jail and scan­ 
dals breaking out."

The Congressman said that it 
isn t important what name the 
bill bears, but its substance is 
important. He favored the bill with 
certain key provisions, including 
care for persons over 65 years 
of age, doctor's care as well as 
hospital or nursing home care, 
and selection by senior citizens 
of their own protection form. He 
said the burden of cost should 
not be on the small wage earner 
Best Form Possible 
" I’m in favor of the best form 
of program possible," Curtin said. 
"and any statem ent to the con­ 
trary is untrue." He was referr 
ing to a charge made by Michener 
in their first debate, that Curtin’s 
medical care 
bill was

be voluntary and that a tax credit 
of $120 would be used per year to 
finance the bill.
